A Chapter of First Things. 

The oldest organized military company in 
America is the Ancient and HenorableAr- 
tillery Company, of Boston. It was charter- 
ed in 1638, under the title of “The Military 


Company of Massachusetts.” About one 


hundred and forty years ago the word “Hon- | 


orable” was applied to the Company, and one 
hundred agd thirty years since the name 
“Ancient” was added. The oldest printed 
election sermon extant, was delivered before 
this Corps, June 3d, 1672. 

The first American ship that circumnavi- 
gated the world sailed from Bostom nearly 
seventy yearsago. In 1792 Capt. Robert 


Gray, of the ship Columbia, of Boston, dis- 


covered and sailed twenty miles upon a river 
on the Northwest coast of America, to which 
he gave the name of his ship, which it now 
retains. This was nineteen years before the 
company was formed under the auspices of 
John Jacob Astor of New York, which found- 
ed the first setthement. ever made by eivil- 
ized man in that region. 

The first privateer fitted out in the United 
States during the Revolutionary war, sailed 
from. Newburyport, and was owned by Na- 
thaniel Tracy, Esq. The ships of this gen- 
tieman captured one hundred and twenty 
sail, amounting to 23,360 tons, from the en 
my during the war. These prizes, with their 


cargoes, were sold for three million nine hun 


dred and fifty thousand specie dollars. O! 
this sum, Mr. Tracy devoted $167 219 tothe 
army aid other publicdemands. With these 
ships were taken 2225 men, prisoners of war. 

The “Stripes and Stars,” as the American 
ensign, were displayed for the first time, in 
the river Thames, by Capt. Nicholas John- 
soa of Newburyport, commander of the ship 
“Count de Grasse,” 

The first chime of bells in America was 
presented to Christ Church, Boston, one hun- 
id ten years ago. The inscription 
upon the third tenor reads—“We are the first 
of bells cast for the British Empire in 


rica, A. R. 1744.” 
he first Sunday School in America was 


established at Philadelphia, in 1791. The 
first in New England was commenced at 
Beverly, Mass., in 1810. The first one in 
Boston was in connection with Dr. Lowell's 
society, im 1812. The first one established

The first monument erected to the memory 
of Washington in this country, was placed 
on the side of the chancel of Christ Church, 
Tr Bostue le ee presented by Ohubac!
